One is possibly the 
ex panding Sov iet nav al air 
force for long range defense 
against Western nav ies. 
April 1 Speech 
The defense minister. Mar­ 
shal Rodion Y. Malinov sky , 
started the “Blu e Belt” my s­ 
tery in a speech April 1. “The 


creation of the Blu e Belt for 
defense of ou r state has been 
completed,” he said withou t 
ex planation. 
Sov iet admirals s a i d pri­ 
v ately later that nu clear su b­ 
marines were part of the belt. 
Then May 25 the defense 
minister of East Germany , 
Gen. Heinz Hoffmann, des­ 
cribed the striking power of 
S ov i e t land-based missiles 
and said: “To this are added 
the atomic su bm'\rines of the 
Blu e Defense Belt, which can 
operate in e/ery sea in the 
world.”

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Recreation In Future

Conflict Is 
Lessening 


Aside from money and priorities, mat- 
ters of no mean concern, a recent major 
recreation controversy in Lincoln may he 
subsiding. The controversy has to do pri­ 
marily with city recreation activities for 
high school students. There was an original 
conflict between a large, central center 
for the teenagers as opposed to a number 
of neighborhood centers. 
The conflict undoubtedly still exists 
with some people but attitudes are chang­ 
ing and positions soft­ 
ening. Contributing to 
this is the 
growing 
thought that we can 
■ 
have our cake and 
eat it too, a real feather in any cap. The 
teenagers have been crowded out of the old 
Antelope Pavilion and into Pershing Mu­ 
nicipal Auditorium. While Pershing is no 
one’s ideal dance hall, it serves the pur­ 
pose and socms to be gaining growing ac­ 
ceptance among the young people. This is 
particularly true if the weekly dances are 
held on the main floor rather than in the 
basement, the dominant situation in recent 
months. 
Coming on strong as another Influence 
Is the concept of neighborhood or regional 
centers. These would be multi-purpose cen­ 
ters for ail age groups, including organized 
play for the very young, special programs 
and informal activities for the junior and 
senior high school students and crafts and 
other aclhitles for the elderly. 
The centers could host a imiltitude of 
programs and serve the free or leisure- 
time demands of all age groups. But ot 
prime importance to the controversy in 
question, they would serve an unmet need 
of the teenage group. They would give these 
young people p l a c e s to go for various 
games such as pool, ping-pong, etc. They 
would serve as a social center on a drop- 
in basis and for smaller organized groups. 


★ 
The centers would give the high school 
students an opportunity to plan activities 
for themselves and to organize those things 
that are of interest to them. At the same 
time, such centers can be utilized for pro­ 
grams for all other age groups. This does 
not provide a single, city-wide youth cen­ 
ter but the whole combination has much to 
recommend it. The single center approach 
has some definite advantages but it would 
be costly and inefficient from a niultiple- 
use approach. Secondly, there are substi­ 
tutes that can fill the bill. One such Substi­ 
tute is the auditorium for city-wide dances. 
In the same category would be a neighbor­ 
hood center in Woods Park at 33rd and O 


that would have some characteristics of a 
city-wide center and the capacity to serve 
as a city center in a limited fashion. 
Another substitute is mixed use, on a 
geographic basis, of the neighborhood cen­ 
ters. This could mean such things as pa­ 
trons of two centers combining now and 
then for activities such as dances, dramat­ 
ics or what-have-you at one or the other 
center. Some will not buy any of this and 
that is their privilege but the practicality 
of their position is questionable. A single, 
city-wlde youth center would not only be 
costly but would pre-empt funds for needed 
programs throughout other age groups. 
Also, It would run counter to the thinking 
of just about all recreation experts, despite 
the disparaging attitude <»f some toward 
any and all experts. 
★ 
This brings us back to the matter of 
money and priorities. These two subjects 
were the center of a discussion before the 
City Council at its public budget hearing 
this week. At issue is the question of a new 
and permanent center or development of 
two abandoned fire stations. 
Spokesmen for one youth group advo­ 
cated sale of the fire stations, at 23rd and 
O and at 12th and F, and appropriation of 
$2J»0 ,0 0 0 for a new center In University 
Place. If the City Council could see Its way 
clear to provide the new center and equip 
the stations. It would be fine but this is 
doubtful. 
Pax fund demaiKis are simply too great 
to permit this in what seems to be the 
thinking of public of­ 
ficials at this time. 
Thus, which approach 
is to be taken? Actu­ 
ally, neither has any 
guarantee but the council would be foolish 
to sell the fire stations and miss the oppor­ 
tunity of providing at bargain prices two 
neighborhood recreation centers in strate­ 
gic places in the city. Both centers would 
serve areas where need is undoubtedly the 
greatest right at this time. For $24,000, the 
city could have two multi-purpose centers 
serving the needs of all people. It is 
planned that another $27,583 in federal 
funds would go into the project for furnish­ 
ings, equipment and operation. 
This would not be in the case of either 
center as attractive as a new $250,000 build­ 
ing constructed for specific recreation pur­ 
poses but it would serve a need at a price 
we can afford and would detract nothing 
from or delay other efforts of the future. 
If we ever hope to do anything, the least 
we should do now is to keep the fire stations 
and convert them into recreation centers.

ments in upper finance are incomprehensi­ 
ble and are generally accepted as Justified 
under whatever circumstances they are 
made. Certainly, interest rate increases 
are Justifiable in terms of profitable bank­ 
ing, if they are not carried too far. But the 
raises are not always in the best interests 
of the national welfare. Certainly the na­ 
tion would have been better off if the bank­ 
ers, in their judgment, had found the in­ 
crease unnecessary. This latest increase 
will have a slowing effect on almost every­ 
thing that must be done with borrowed 
nft)ne>. 
It presages a general increase in prices 
and perhaps a slowing down in the growth 
of the country’s industrial and business es- 
tabli.shments. It is also probable that it 
will .strike a body blow to the already fal­ 
tering nock market. 


WASHINGTON—The most 
interesting races for gover­ 
nor this fall will be: 
In New York, where multi­ 
millionaire Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler, a Republican moderate 
and a good governor, is run­ 
ning for a third term against 
the fact that he divorced his 
wife after 31 years. 
In California, where the 
extreme right wing of the 
Republican p a r t y , led by 
Hollywood actor R o n a l d 
R e a g a n , is challenging a 
Democratic liberal, Edmund 
G. 
(Fat) 
Brown, 
one of 
California’s most productive 
governors running for a third 
term. 
In Pennsylvania, where a 
D e m o c ra tic industrialist, 
Milton Shapp, is challenging 
the long dominant Republi­ 
can machine. This is the first 
time in history that a Jew 
has ru n for governor of 
Pennsylvania. 
In Georgia, where Rep. 
Howard (Call Me Bo) Calla­ 
way, multimillionaire scion of 
the Callaway textile fortune, 
a Goldwater Republican, is 
challenging the former liber­ 
al Democratic governor of 
Georgia, Ellis Arnall, in the 
first serious bid that a Re­ 
publican has made to be gov­ 
ernor of G e o r g i a in 100 
years. 
^ 
☆ 
This column has covered 
various phases of the first 
three races. Meanwhile, in 
the fourth race, former Gov­ 
ernor Arnall went on the air 
last week with an offer to 
let Rep. Callaway go on the 
Republican ballot despite the 
fact that he was 13,000 votes 
shy in qualifying as a candi­ 
date. 


This is because the Repub­ 
licans, led by Callaway, re­ 
fuse to hold a primary to 
pick their candidate. Atlanta 
attorney Charley M o o r e 
wanted to run for governor; 
while State Senator G e n e 
Saunders wants to run for 
lieutenant governor. B o t h 
were denied the right, either 
through a primary or peti­ 
tion. Callaway wanted no 
challenge to his leadership. 
Instead he is spending part 
of the Callaway fortune to 
collect around 80,000 signa­ 
tures to put him on the bal­ 
lot. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Callaway is a charming, 
dynamic young political prod­ 
uct of his family’s textile 
fortune and the unpopularity 
of L B J’s civil rights policies 
in the South. 
In the 1964 election, with 
L B J’s best friend. Sen. Dick 
Russell of Georgia, walking 
out on him to “ inspect” 
military bases in Europe, 
Callaway stumped the state 
for the Republican ticket and 
helped Barry Goldwater put 
Georgia in the Republican 
column for the first time in 
100 years. As a by-product, 
Callaway got himself elected 
to Congress. 
There he has remained for 
two years almost unnoticed 
— in contrast to Democrats 
Charles Weltner of Atlanta, 
who helped pioneer an inves­ 
tigation of the Ku Klux Klan; 
and James Mackay, also of 
Atlanta, who has been a 
champion of auto safety. 
Both are highly respected 
junior members of Congress 
who have made a mark in

Poison control centers are 
a fairly recent but certainly 
valuable development. In a 
big city, a center gets thou­ 
sands of calls a year. 
Who 
uses 
the 
centers? 
Sometimes doctors, asking 
special information. O f t e n 
parents, asking what to do 
when a child is poisoned. At 
one center I was told that 
they dread two types of par­ 
ents; The panicky ones; and 
the ones who are the exact 
opposite. 
So if you have occasion to 
call such a center, keep at 
least halfway calm. It is 
very important that you tell 
what the child ate or drank. 
If it is patent medicine, fur­ 
niture 
polish or anything 
with a brand name, tell the 
poison center Their files will 
show what is in the material 
and whether or not it is poi­ 
sonous. If you are uncertain 
and the child has vomited, 
save the vomitus for analy­ 
sis. Then follow the center’s 
advice. 
^

for hours. 
Sometimes people at the cen­ 
ters have to beg such folks 
to take the child to a hospi­ 
tal, even when this may be 
the only chance of saving a 
life. 
Don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that an antidote is 
necessarily the whole an­ 
swer to a poison. Sometimes 
it is; sometimes it isn’t. Vol­ 
atile solvents (gasoline, tur­ 
pentine, cleaning fluids, and 
so on) upset the child’s stom­ 
ach—^but when the stuff is 
vomited up, some of it gets 
into the lungs. Then th e 
acute danger is pneumonia. 
Hospital care is urgent, plus 


X-rays to keep track of the 
condition of the lungs. 
Caustics (lye, or things 
containing lye. such as brush 
cleaners, 
paint 
removers, 
drain cleaners, etc.) cause 
terrible 
burns and 
subse­ 
quent strictures. You may 
wonder how a child would 
ever 
swallow 
such 
stuff. 
Well, children do. 
In one case a painter had 
used some lye, dumped it 
out, and filled the container 
with plain water, yet there 
was enough of the chemical 
left to poison a youngster. 
Poison 
center 
personnel 
tell me that for some rea­ 
son a good many people 
ask with apprehension, “ You 
won’t use a stomach pump, 
will you?” Why this should 
alarm folks, I don’t quite 
know. Maybe the idea of a 
“ pump” raises a wrong and 
scary image. 
A better term is lavage 
or 
washing, 
because 
the 
stomach (when necessary) 
is really washed out, not 
“ pumped” out. If the doctors 
find it is the best thing to do, 
don’t worry about it. 
If the poison is not a vola­ 
tile substance, it is impor­ 
tant to provoke vomiting. 
Irritating the back of tongue 
or throat with a blunt spoon 
handle will induce vomiting. 
Syrup of ipecac, an old-fash­ 
ioned preparation, has again 
been suggested as first aid 
for poisoning. One-half to 
one teasponful will usually 
induce vomiting promptly. A 
one-ounce bottle should be 
part of the medicine cabi­ 
net’s first aid supplies. 
But above all, the impor­ 
tant thing is prevention.

These are little bumps at 
the ends of small bones of

form of hypertrophic arthri­ 
tis. In plainer language, th# 
ends of the bones have be­ 
come somewhat thickened. 
This is more frequent in 
women than in men. Ob­ 
viously there may be some 
discomfort 
an d 
stiffness. 
Since the bone itself is thick­ 
ened, there is no way to 
change it, nor to halt or pre­ 
vent it. However, heat will 
ease stiffness. 
Like other forms of arth-; 
ritis, its cause is not known, 
nor do we know why some 
people have the trouble and 
others don’t.

They are talking of b ild- 
ing low-reiit housing for el­ 
derly or old people. WeU, I 
don’t know how to begin. I 
am past 63 and am retired, 
and draw a little Social Se­ 
curity. I have a home that 
I rent out and I just.get 
along so that I don’t have to 
ask anyone for any charity. 
But if they are going to build 
low-rent houses, that will 
give me and other elderly 
people the dirty end of the 
stick. 
Why help one group of old­ 
er people and push the oth­ 
ers in the mud? Isn’t there 
some other way to help those 
deserving people? I ’m for it 
all the way, but why push 
me down by doing it? 
Not long ago the taxes on 
my two houses went up and 
now they are talking of rais­ 
ing them again. They had 
better stop or else they will 
have a lot of homes on their 
hands, and more people on 
relief for not being able to 
pay their taxes. We old peo­ 
ple can’t go on strike and 
ask for more wages like peo­ 
ple who are still working and 
earning wages. Those peo­ 
ple can afford to pay all 
those high taxes. 
I retired early because of 
disability and invested my 
savings. I can’t afford to 
have anything done on the 
two homes that I own be­ 
cause everything is going 
skyhigh. All the material 
needed for repairs on a home 
is out of reach in price, so 
the home starts to run down. 
A person <?an’t sell a home 
for love nor money for sev­ 
eral reasons. The Air Base 
closed down. And then there 
is a law that anyone can 
move next door, and this re­ 
duces the value of a house 
almost to half the price a 
person has paid for it. No, 
not even half, because a per­ 
son can’t even sell it and is 
stuck with it. Don’t tell me 
this isn’t true, because it 
happened to me. 
I’m not against minority 
groups, but why should this 
situation reduce the value of 
my property? And still they 
are going to push these low- 
rent houses. Well. 1 hope 
this gets beat good because 
if it goes through, my renter 
will move because of the low 
rentals and my house will 
stand empty, and then I cer­ 
tainly would not be able to 
pay my taxes.

Lincoln, Neb. 
Once again in the face of 
higher food prices, a sub­ 
stantial number of individ­ 
uals, political and otherwise, 
are playing their favorite 
game—“ Blame the Baker.” 
It’s an easy game to play 
and anyone who wants to 
learn how will receive assis­ 
tance from the government 
whose officials, it seems, are 
only too willing to jump at 
the opportunity to d i v e r t 
public attention away from 
the shortcomings of the gov­ 
ernment’s own policies. 
One popular method used 
to mislead consumers in the 
latest bread-price controver­ 
sy is the promulgation of 
incomplete statistical infor­ 
mation. T h e 
government 
simply chooses to ignore the 
baker’s 
side 
of the 
situ­ 
ation. Little mention is made 
that flour is up more than 
$1 per cwt, powdered milk 
is up more than $6 per cwt, 
and sugar is, up more than 
$1 per cwt. Nearly ail of the 
baker’s other operating costs 
—labor, materials, packag­ 
ing, distribution, etc. — hav# 
increased substantially. 
As newspaper reports of 
“ profiteering” in the baking 
industry appear with monot­ 
onous regularity, it is not 
difficult to ascertain the 
source. But, in spite of these 
misleading impressions, th e 
fact remains that the prof­ 
its generated by bakers are 
woefully slim—a truth well 
known but unpublicized by 
the government.

Mrs. Naomi Brill, of the 
Gradu ate School of Social 
Work at the Univ ersity of Ne­ 
braska, said, in her discu ssion 
of the cu ltu ral backgro u nd of 
disadv antaged families in the 
U.S., t h a t , “Po v erty rein­ 
fo rces and p erp etu ates itself.”
